-giers, | : 

'Mr. Peckerell was at his home in this city 
over last week’s adjournment, and if what he 
gays is true there is reason for the indigna- 
tion he displayed. He is author of the meas- 
ae as House bill No. 87, which is en- 

aa bill for an det declaring express 
companies or corporations common carriers, 
and providing for their government and con- 


_. trol, and empowering the Board of Raibway 
. end Warehouse Commissioners to regulate and 


fix charges made by. said companies or cor- 
porations,”’ 
Says They Try to Bury It. 

In an interview Mr. Pickrell said the bill 
was passed by the House two weeks ago, 
there being only two dissenting votes, and 
that in due course it went to theSenate. One 
day last week he went over tothe Senate to 
see how his measure was getting along. No- 
body seemed to know what had become of the 
bill, Finally he was tqjd that it. had been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, of which Senator Evans is 
Chairman. The Senate journal did not show 
that such reference had been nade, but that 
was where the bill was said to have gone. 

‘Mr. Pickrell found that the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings aud Grounds had 
held only one meeting during the session and 
would probably not hold anbdther. The bill 
had been referred to this committee, t he said, 
solely for burial purposes. Mr. Pickrell was 
incensed and made a vigorous kick against 


- this disposition of his bill. 


Then the Attempt.te Bribe. 

As aresult he was approached bya mem- 
ber who told him that there would be several 
hundred doljars in it fer..him (Pickrell) if he 
would keep quiet about the matter. Pickrell 


says the express companies have undoubtedly~ 


sent several thousands of dollars to Spring- 
field for the defeat of the measure. 

Mr. Pickrell says the Legislature is organ- 
ized in the interest of the corporations: that 
while there is no visible iobby in Springfield 
legislation ig:‘manipulated without trouble by 
the corporations. The work is done, he says, 
with the committees, and boodie is distributed 
through the Chairmen of the committees; the 
agents of the corpdrations meet them in Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, or elsewhere' and things are 
fixed. Mr. Pickrell asserts that boodle is be- 
Ing used to secure the passage of the anti- 

- pooling bill and to defeat school book legisla- 
tion and the like. He characterizes the 
boodling methods which prevail in the Gen- 
eral Assembly as shameful and scandalous. 


~- Fruit Growers Will Be Indignant. 


The fruit growers of Southern Illinois are 
specially interested in the, passage of Mr. 
Pickrell’s bill. For years they have been at 

_the mercy of the express companies, to whom 
they must give a large patronage.in order to 
get their products into market. A number of 
the principal fruit growing associations have 
indorsed the bill, which they believe, if

abuses. When the allegation that boodle has 
been used to kill the bill is learned there will 
goupinthis. end of the State, atleast, a 
how! of popular indignation. 


PROVISIONS OF THE EXPRESS BILL. 


_ Its Origin in the House and Disposition in 


the Senate, 

Springfield, Ill, May 1.—[Speciai.]— 
House bili No. 87 was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Pickrell of Union County Jan. 22, 
1895. It provides that’ express companies 
domg business in the State of Illinois shall 
file with the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission classifications and rates they are 
tharging for transportmmg merchandise. It 
gives the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners power and authority to alter 
and amend such classifications and to estab- 
lish and fix maximum rates and charges. Its 
provisions in this respect are similar to the 
railroad laws now in force. It prohibits dis- 
critnination, special rates, rebates, or draw- 
backs, or the giving of unde preference or 
advantage to any locality or person. The 
commission is empowered to investigate all 
charges of any violation of its provisions, 
with authority to send for persois and papers, 
administer oaths,.examine and compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses, etc. Such evidence is 
to be transmitted to the Attorney-General 
of the State, who is required to proceed 
against the offending company. or corpora- 
tion, Fines of not less than $200 nor more 
than $1,000 are prescribed for infringements

And 
there the dozen passengers stuck, with no 
way to get up or down, and no means 
of letting the outer world know of their 
plight. 

So intermittent and weak has the old ele- 
vator been of late that nobody is worried if it 
is not seen foran hour or two, and the result 
of this indifference on the part of the outer 
world and the unreliability of the elevator 
was that the dozen passengers, and, of course, 
the elevator man, had to remain jammed in 
the dark hole for two hours. Nobody missed the 
elevator, and nobody heard the shouts from 
the well, : 

Finally somebody awoke to the fact that 
something might be wrong. A cautious in- 
vestigation was made, and after a while the 
imprisoned men were located. An exploring 
party was organized and ways and means de- 
vised for rescuing the persons suspended in 
the shaft. Then a ladder was carried to the 
second floor, the door to the shaft was 
opened, and the ladder was lowered to the 
roof of the dead elevator. Then a hole was 
punched in the roof of the cheerless old box 
and the passengers boosted and pulled one: 
another through it. They climbed up the 
ladder and were safe. 

The elevator is still where it stuck. 

It is believed there is little danger of these 
refrigerator-shaped cars ever injuring people 
by falling. They are far too deliberate in 
motion for that, but the possibility of a new ) 
danger now has developed. The fate of be- 
ing lodged fast half-way up the shaft and 
starving to death while waiting for relief sug- 
gests itself, People who are forced to take 
frequent pilgrimages on these primitive 
‘*lifts’’ have discussed the chances of losing 
track of the day of the month or of forget- 
ting where they live during the uncertain 
period requiréd to travel from the first to the 
fourth floor; but in the future the journey 
will be undertaken with even more serious 
misgivings. The elevator shaft is incased in 
solid masonry from four to six feet thick and 
is an ideal spot fora ** mysterious disappear- 
ance.” The distance between floors is great 
enough to permit the car with its load of hu- 
man freight being lost to sight in the dark- 
ness. That was the case yesterday. The gas 
connection broke and the lost car was en- 
gulfed in stygian gloom.

RAPID SPREAD OF ¢FLAMES. 


Theatrical People in the Neighborhood 
Given a Scare. 


COLUMBIAN BELL IN. DANGER, 


Fire destroyed the furniture factory of Wik 
kins, Ketcham & Rothschild, Nos. 430, 432, 
and 434 Wabash avenue, early last evening, 
caused a total loss of $85,000—$65,000 ta 
stock and $20,000 to buildmg—gave te the 
spectators as fine a fire picture as coltild be 
imagined, and showed in strong light ina 
double sense the hervic work of the firemen 
of the Chicago Department. 

The fire started supposedly from an explo- 
sion of gasoline on the third floor of the five- 
story building at half past 7 o’clock. When 
the alarm was turned in the blaze was small 
and was confined to'the rear of the building, 
on the floor where it started. The material 
about fed it rapidly, and the fire advanced | 
through the building unehecked until it had 
destroyed everything. | 

There wete windows in great numbers 
along the sides of. the structure and at the 
front and rear as well. The flames made 
their way through the ceiling and floor and 
appeared in the fourth story, just above their 
starting point. Then they advanced taruugh 
the building by way of the third and fourth 
floors towards Wabash avenue, They came 
through each successive pair of windows 
on the two floors at the sanie 
instant, breaking far out over the roof 
of the dwelling next door and reaching to the 


. roof of the cireus building beyond. Theglow 


of the fire would be seen momentarily and 
then through the windows the flames would 
come. This was kept up until the front of 
the building was reached, .The fire then 
started south to run through the building 
laterally, 

Firemen in Peril. 

The firemen had run two ladders up against 
the front of the building. One rested against 
the sill of the second window from the north 
in the front of the third story. Its end 
reached three feet above the sill. The second 
ladder was in a similar position two windows - 
further south. Still further along wasan 
_iron fire-escape running to the roof.

AGAINST CHICAGO INVESTIGATION. 


Senate Judiciary Committee Reports Ad- 
versely on the Resolution. 
Springfield, Tll., May 1.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Judiciary considered thirty-three 
bills and one resolution today and ordered 


three bills to be reported favorably and the 


resolution and thirty bills reported with the 
recommendation that they lie upon the ta- 
ble. The bills upon which an adverse report 
was ordered to be made are of little impor- 
tance and have accumulated in the commit- 
tee since the beginning of the session. The 
resolution provided for an investigation of 
Cook County and Chicago officials. 


LEGISLATION FOR REVENUE REFORM. 


Report of the Committee of the Real Es- 
tate Board. 

Members of the Real Estate Board met at 
the Real Estate Board rooms yesterday and 
listened to a report from the Committee on 
Revenue Reform, presented by Chairman 
George L. Warner. The members of the 
committee have been in Springfield during 
the last few weeks wcrking in the interest of 
the revenue bill which was indorsed by the 
Real Estate Board and the report was show- 
ing the prugresy made in its behalf. When it 
had been read it was unanimously adopted by 
the members present. It is signed by George 
L. Warner, Chairman; Dunlap Smith, 
Eugene H. Fishburn, Louis A. Seeberger, and 
James B. Galloway, and is as follows: | 

The individual members of your committee 
have all been at Springfield at various times dur- 
ing the last few weeks in the interest of the 
revenue bill indorsed by the Chicago Real 
Estate Board. This bill has been favorably re- 

orted by the Revenue committee of the Senate. 
n the House there were several bills pressing 
for -recogniuon, and for a time it looked as 
though no bill would receive the recommenda- 
tion of the House Revenue committee, as those 
who were behind each bill were afraid to give 
any other the right of way. 

Members of your committee were, however. 
instrumental in effecting a compromise with the 
authors of the various bills, and ‘the Gibson bill, 
prepared by Judge Harvey B, Hurd at the re- 
quest of che Civic Federation and indorsed by 
your board, was taken as a basis for the com- 
Ernie bill. Several clauses from the Ferns 

ill were incorporated. These clauses in no re 
spect interfere with the original import of the 
bill, but in the opinion of your committee 
strengthen it by providing for greater publicity 
in the matter of assessments through a system of 
maps, etc. 

e law in regard to parecna’ property was 
strengthened somewhat by ificreasing the pen- 
alty for not scheduling personal property, and a 
form of oath taken from the Littler bill in re- 

ard to personal property was also inserted. The 

xed fraction of valuation was changed from % 
to %, but to offset this the. rates of 
taxation were cut in two, thereby practically 
reaching the same result as in the origina! bill. 

This compromise was satisfactory to the 
authors of the various bills, but when a 
ter came up for discussion before the B®venue 
committee of the Houve the limitation clauses 

‘were strickea ont. It is understood, however, 
with a number of our Cook representatives that 
either these restricting clauses shall be rein- 
stated, the fractional value shall be made *% in- 
stead of 4, or else the bill will not re- 
ceive the support @ your board, and it is the 
sense of your committee that you do not give 
your support to the measure unless these re- 
eines | clauses are reinstated, or the fraction 
changed from \4 to %, or all mention of frac- 
tional value be omitted. 

They would add that even were the entire mat- 
ter of fractional valwation omitted from the biil 
there is enough benefit to be derived from the re- 
maining clauses providing fcr the supervision of 
a County Supervisor, assessments every four 
years instead of annually, the greater opportu- 
nity of revising assessments, the boiding open of 
the Supervisor's office the ontire year, and the in- 
creased accessibility to the records, to secure 
your hearty indorsement of the measure. 

They would recommend that, in case the com- 
promise bill with the limitations before recom- 
mended is adopted, an additional clause restrict- 
ing the bond indebtedness to 2% per cent on 
the assessed valuation be also inserted in the 
bill. Your committee is unanimous!y opposed to 
any bill that will in any way increase the taxa- 
tion in Cook County, erpecially as regards real 
estate, and is also opposed to anything in uhe 
way of double taxation, such as the tax of 
real estate mortgages, but isin favor of an 
equitable distribution of the taxation, and to 

t end submits the foregoing report.

the Senate. Moses Salomon got up a com- 
mittee under resolution to investigate the 
department stores in Chicago. He bumped 
up against Marshall Field, who politely but 
firmiy told the august organization over 
which Moses Salomon presides that the pri- 
vate business affairs of Marshall Field & 
Co. did not concern a committee of investi- 
gation appointed by the Legislature of thé 
State of Illinois. : 

Then Moses marched his committee up 
against the firm of Siegel, Cooper & Co., 
picking out for a mark Frank H. Cooper, 4 
member of that company. Moses inserted 
his metaphorical gimlet into the business of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. and he got little or no 
satisfaction. Mr. Cooper said he was will- 
ing to answer any and all proper questions 
that might be propounded to him, but he did 
not propose to yield up to the general public 
matters in which the community could have 
no possible interest. Moses Salomon felt 
that the dignity of the Senate of the State 
of Illinois had been hurt, so to speak, by Mr. 
Cooper’s refusal. 

So, as they say down in Kentucky, he 
“took the law ”’ on Mr. Cooper. All of this 
has taken considerable time, because legis- 
lative bodies grind slowly. Today, however, 
Mr. Cooper was brought before the bar of 
the Senate. He was accompanied by his at- 
torney, August Binswanger. Mr. Cooper 
yor his position right in front. of the Clerk’s 

esk. 

It is the first time in seventeen years that 
dnybody has been hauled up before the Leg- 
islature of the State of Illinois for refusing 
to answer questions. A hewspaper corre- 
spondent was the last recalcitrant witness.

Cooper knew what he was about every time. 
He was fortified as to his legal status and 
he handled himself like an old soldier under 
fire.

The proceedings were ludicrous from be- 
ginning to end,

One of the funny features occurred during 
Senator Berry's speech. He was speaking 
ot Mr. Cooper’s refusal to tell the committee 
how much money the firm spent for adver- 
tising, when Senator David Hunter wanted 
to penew in his dry way, how much adver- 
tising Siegel, Cooper & Co. were getting out 
of this investigation. The case will go on 
tomorrow, and recalis the expression made 
by Charles O’ Malley years and years ago in 
his little Justice shop just beyond the Wells 
street bridge. It was a contest over a trivial 
matter, and the court in rendering his de- 
cision led off: 

‘“*Gintlemen, this is the hivviest case that 
ever kem up thim sthairs.”’ 

A good many of the members of the Senate 
feel that private citizens have some rights 
which must be respected even by a special 
legislative committee. They regard Moses 
Salomon’s queries as uncalled for and not 
v-ithin the scope of an investigation of this 
Moses will get into a fight be- 
fore he gets through and his chances of los- 
ing the battle are exceedingly brisk. 

When 11 o’clock came the Sergeant-at- 
Arms announced that in obedience to the 
orders issued he had brought in Mr. Cooper. 
Mr. Cooper, accompanied by his counsel, 
took his stand before the clerk’s desk, while 
the Senators left their seats and crowded 
close about to hear the proceedings.

Mr. Cooper Reads a Statement. 

Mr. Cooper here produced a written state- 
ment which he said he wanted to read.

affairs of Siegel, Cooper & Co., which questions 
are deemed by me inquisitorial in their nature and 
relate only to the private affairs of Siegel, Cooper

of the corporation which I heretofore declined to 
produce, 

Neither the questions so propounded nor the 
answers if they had been given thereto would 
throw, in my opinion, any light upon the subject 
matter of inquiry, and in refusing to answer said 
questions believed I was exercising the rights

fringed and violated. 

Wherefore, I pray that the rule on me may be 
discharged and 1 be purged of any contempt a}- 
leged to have been committed by me against the 
people of the State of Illinois. 


Men Suceeed by Their Efforts.

It is well known to all-of you that the smaller 
the business the larger must be the percentage of 
profit necessary to defray the expenses. Weclaim 
that the so-called department store in a city as 
large as Chicago is an absolute necessity, for with- 
out it the customer living in the suburbs wishing 
to buy, say a dozen different articles, would be 


obliged to chase all over town to twelve different: 


stores in maybe twelve different streets, the one 


several blocks away from the other, so that sucha 


customer, who now can secure these twelve vari- 
ous items in an hour or two, would require maybe 
two days to do the same thing. This would entail 
loss of time, a great deal of worry, and a waste of 
shoe leather. 

We admit readily that on account of having to 
compete with the large department stores the 
smaller specialty houses cannot secure as large a 

ercentage of profits as they formerly did. and 

n so far these stores suffer by said competition. 
Lut is not the public at large the gainer? 

To illustrate: The committee read to me the 
complaint of thirty-nine photographers, who state 
that they cannot turn out the same class of work 
at the same price as Siegel, Cooper & Co. Asa 
matter of fact, they ask $3 a dozen and more for 
photographs decidedly inferior to what Siegel, 
Cooper & Co, turn out for $1.50. These thirty-nine 
photographers are therefore the sufferers to the 
extent of having to compete with superior work at 
a reduced price, but is not the community at large 
the great gainer? They can-use the $1.50 which is 
Suved them wherewith to buy something else. In 
one word, we increase the uying capacity of a 
Getler, and hence lay claim to being public bene- 
actors. 

It cannot bé successfully maintained that Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. has in any manner in the manage- 
ment of its business injured owners or tradesmen, 
or injured or depreciated the value of property. 
On the contrary, the establishment of the store of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. has greatly enhanced the 
value of the property in its immediate neighbor- 
hood and enabled the city, county, and State to 
derive a larger amount of taxes than heretofore. 
Nor can it be successfully contended that the es- 
tablishment of such a store like Siegel, Cooper & 
Co,’s prevents adults from being employed, for !t 
is a fact that with the exception of cash girls and 
wrappers, who constitute but a minor portion of 
the help of the store, nearly all the rest of the em- 
ployés. are of age. Nor is it possible for me to con- 
ceive how a store conducted like Siegel, Cooper & 
Co.'s can be *‘injurious to public morality or cause 
in any manner general and widespread injury in 
various ways,’’ as is charged in the Senate resolu- 
tion No. 43. 

I regard the institution of large stores supplying 
a good article at a low price as a more genuine 
philanthropy than endowments inspired through 
tear of death to secure a select corner in heaven. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

Mr. Cooper’s Emphatic Refusals. 

When he concluded the Chair said the 
question was whether to ask witness the 
other questions or to take action upon his 
refusal to the first question. 

On motion of Senator Berry the remaining 
questions were propounded. i 

During the reading of his statement Mr. 
Cooper had produced his charter. This was 
one of the things refused before the commit- 
tee. He was now formally asked to produce 
his charter, to which he replied in the affirm- 
ative. | 

‘Will you also produce your pay-roll?” 
asked the Chair. 

**I must decline to.’”’ 

** Will you tell what profits you made dur- 
ing last year?’ 

‘I decline to.” 

To the other questions regarding thenum- 
ber of departments in the store and by whom 
and how the business is conducted, as to the 
profits during the last three years, the gross 
amount of business transacted by the cor- 
poration last year and the year preceding, 
the witness made the same negative replies 
as before the committee. He said that only 
two departments were leased by the firm, 
but refused to tell the names of the ‘lessees. 
The firm’s capital stock, he said, was $1,000,- 
0U0; Regarding the taxes paid he said he 
was unprepared with: an answer, but was 
willing to make one. He admitted that the 
firm paid one assessment on dll the business 
and property contained within the four walls 
of its store. 

‘Will you tell the amount?’ asked the 
Chair. 

7 Tt will.” 

Senator Salomon suggested to the Chair 
that an answer specifically and fully wag 
wanted on this point. Witness agreed to 
answer in full after consultation with his at- 
torney, 

Witness and counsel here retired with the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, and on motion of Senator 
Johnson the Senate proceeded to discuss 
each unanswered question separately. 

In regard to the first, the refusal to tell 

he atinual cost of advertising, Senator Salo- 
mon made a lengthy argument, which, with 
the reply to it from Senator Berry, occupied 
the remaining time until adjournment. 

Senator Salomon urged the importance of 
a reply to this in furtherance of the commit- 
tee’s investigation. He expatiated upon the 
enormous amount of advertising space in 
the Chicago daily papers which Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. made use of. He said it led 
to the crowds that filled the company's 
store and the consequent detriment to the 
trade of the Smaller merchants. He assert- 
ed it was just as much in the power of the 
Senate to have replies on this score as to in- 
sist upon‘annual reports by banking houses 
and other concerns giving information of 
their financial condition. 


Berry Denies the Senate’s Right. 

Senator Berry said he was surprised to 
hear the question urged by the Senator with 
so much seriousness He said he could see 
neither the right of the Senate to demand re- 
plies to the questions asked nor good rea- 
sons therefor. The reasons given by Sena- 
tor Salomon for the inquiry, he said, were 
not pertinent. As to the matter of advertis- 
ing, it was a matter for each business-man 
to determine for himself. It was surely not 
®. matter for the Legislature to restrict. As 
to the argument that Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s 
store was detrimental to the interests of 
small stores, though probably true, he 
thotight it was not a matter for legislative 
remedy any more than the injury to other 
enterprises by the improvements and ad- 
vances made by civilization. The railroads, 
he said, had destroyed the older methods of 
travel and kindred occupations. But could 
any one maintain that it was the province 
of the Legislature to interfere with this by 


legislation? There was another objection— 


the danger of carrying this right of inquiry 
into the private affairs of citizens to greater 
extremes still more obnoxious to the people 
and the common interests. 

He deemed that the Senator had not given 
a single Valid reason for an inquiry, and saic 
if there was charged any violation of the 
laws ample rémedy was to be found by ap- 
plying to the Attorney-General for a nullifi- 
cation of the charter. But he added this was 
no ground for suchaction. Siegel, Cooper & 
Co. was merely conducting its business by 
the usual business methods that succeeded 
in making it profitable, a method that was 
properly open to all others who had the abil- 
ity and energy to use it. The investigation, 
he said, had entirely become inquisitorial 
by its questions. They were improper for 
still other reasons, as they failed to throw 
light upon the subject matter embraced in 
the resolution. On the reason given bythe 
committee’s Chairman, Senator Salomon 
himself, he said, the Legislature was power- 
less to remedy matters. He pointed out the 
ridiculous position the Senate would be 
placed in should it conform to the desire of 
the committee and try to‘compel Mr. Cooper 
to reply under penalty of being put in 
jail for contempt, as he would prebably se- 
cure a habeas cerpus and be upheld by the 
courts. . 

It was then moved that it was the judg- 
ment of the Senate that the witness need not 
answer the question as propounded, and that 
it was not one that would fully and adequate- 
ly ascertain the questions involved in the 
resolution, on which the inquiry was based.

These 
currents seemed to meet at Patterson, and a 
twisting storm that swept everything before 
it was the result, The storm traveled ina 


northeasterly direction and for sixteen miles* 


left death and ruin in its path. The storm 
first struck the residence of the Widow Frye 
and reduced it to kindling wood, Mrs, Frye 
was badly injured internally and cannot re- 
cover. The next houses struck were those of 
Jacob Solinski and John Sultzbach, but no 
one was killed, though the houses were badly 
wrecked, 

The fine home of Joseph Wear, a wealthy 
farmer, was next reached by the storm and 
four deaths resulted. Mr. Wear was in his 
orchard when the storm struck and by 
clinging to a tree escaped death, but was so 
badly injured he cannot live. Mrs. Wear 
was killed, together with three children, 
Grace, 12 years of age, Herman, 5 years, 
andababe, Alice Wear, 10 years, and a 
boy escaped by taking refuge in the cellar. 
Across the road was the fine residence of doe 
Wear’s father, which was demolished, but the 
family escaped by tak refuge in a cellar. 

The house of D. E, Frizzell was blown 
down. Mrs, Frizzell and child were in the 
building, but escaped with slight injuries. 
Across the road was the house of J. R. Friz- 
zell, which met the fate of allin the path af 
the tornado, Mrs. Frizzell was so badly in- 
jured she cannot recover. The house of Will- 
iam White was damaged, but no one was in- 
jured., 

The house of William Morris was torn to 
pieces, and he was injured. An old lady kndwn 
as ** Grandma ’’ Chapin was killed instantly. 


One Family Is Wiped Out., 


At the house of John Schmidt are the dead 
bodies of the entire family—father, mother, 
son, and daughter. The small house was 
wiped outGn the twinkling of an eye. The 
bodies. of the father; mother, and boy were 
found near together, but that of the girl was 
some distance away. She was probably be- 
ing swept by the wind when a timber struck 
her, crushing the skull. Here the fury of the 
storm seetmed to liave concentrated itself, and 
shortly.afterward rose, leaving the earth, but 
carrying débris for many miles. 

Cyrus Hermon’s house was demolished and 
H. Hermon was severely injured. William 
Armstrong’s house was blown down and he 
was killed. His wife was seriously injured. 

From this point the cyclone traveled north, 
striking the house of A. S. Parneli, wrecking 
it, and the house of Spencer Ray. The large 
house of J. A. Cumlins was swept away and 
Mrs. Cumlins injured. Meno Hedges’ bouse 
was destroyed, but the family escaped with a 
few bruises, ' 

A schoolhouse stood in the path of the 
storm, but a farmer living near saw the storm 
coming and took the children to an open 
field out of its path. The house was destroyed, 
but the children were not touched. 

One of the curious freaks was at the resi- 
dence of Jacob Stinckey. He drove 1 from 
a field where he had been at work, turned his 
horses into the barn without unharnessing 
them, and ran to the house. joining his family 
in the cellar. The wind blew down the barn 
and took the house: from its foundation. As 
the house left one of the horses was hurled 
into the cellar, injuring Mr. Stinckey 
so badly he cannot recover. The horse 
was taken out apparently without injury. 

Engineer Saves His Train, 


The cyclone crossed the Santa Fé railroad 
between Halstead and Burrton, carrying away 
a quarter of a mile of telegraph wire, leav- 
ing not a vestige of poles. 

The presence of wind of a railway engineer 
saved a trainlioad of people A _ west-bound 
through Pacifie express had left Halstead 
when the engineer saw the twister coming 
from the south. He stopped the train and ran 
back. After events showed that the train 
would surely have been wrecked had he pro- 
ceeded. In the track of the storm 
sixteen miles long and from 100 to 500 
yards wide is nothing but wreckage. Every 
barn, outbuilding, pig pen, and hen house is 
gone. Trees were blown up by their roots 
and stripped of their leaves. 

Dead horses, cattle, and hogs lie every- 
where. J. R. Frizzell lost fifteen head of fat 
cattle in one lot. The path of the storm was 
through a rich farming community and most 
of the buildings were of a substantial char- 
acter.

Three Hundred Redskins Are Prepared to 
Resist Attempts at Arrest. 


Devils Lake, N. D., May 1.—[Special.}—= 


United States Marshal Cronan, with a large 
force of deputies; armed to the teeth, will 
go to St. Johns tomorrow to arrest the In- 
dians accused of stealing government wood. 


Three hundred Indians are assémbled near - 


St. Johns preparing to resist the arrest of 
any of their number. They claim the laad, 
twenty-four miles by thirty-one miles, where 
they cut the timber was never ceded to the 
government and belongs tothem.

MEETING OF THE RAILWAY SURGEONS, 


Sessions of the Annual Convention of the 
Associations Commenced Yesterday. 

A convention of National Railway Surgeons 
began in Association Buildingyesterday. Dr.

| PRICES STILL GO UP. 


RISE IN OOTTON GOODS, LEATHER, 
DRUGS, AND VANILLA BEANS. 


Increase in Quotations for, Commodities 
for Everyday. Use Continues and the 
End Is Not in SighteCanton Flannels, 
Muslins, and Cambrics Higher, with 
Prospects of a Further Rise~Pxperts in 
the Different Lines Explain Causes of 
the Increased Values. 

The list of commodities the prices of which 
are soaring increases. Various kinds of cot- 
ton goods are in the path blazed by beef, oil, 
and leather. Vanilla beans are quoted by 


dealers at an advance of $2 a pound. Certain 


drugs are also going up, leaving among those 
behind an uneasiness interpreted by jobbers 
to mean that others will follow. 

In the upper rush of cotton goods Canton 
flannels have become 5 per cent higher, mus- 
lins and cambrics 5 to 714 per cent, and cali- 
cos in- proportion. The causes are several, 
and Mr. Davis of the cotton goods depart-

ment of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., from 
whom the quotations were obtained, says 
there yet remain reasons’to believe there will 
be a further advance about July. 

‘*The improvement in the price of raw 
cotton is one explanation of the rise,’’ said 
he. .£° And then stocks had run low, both in 
the “mills and stores. I have just returned 
from the Northwest. They have had rain in 
Minnesota. They are feeling buoyant and 
merchants believe things are in shape for 
marked improvement. So do I. These ad- 


vances in prices in a dozen different lines are_ 


most. encouraging and interesting. I can’t 
say whether the advance in wholesale prices 
will be added to their prices-by retailers. I 
should think not in the larger cities, but it 
may be in the country. 

Leather Advance Continues, 


Leather continues to advance in price and 
quotations are marked up daily in a manner 
most pleasing to the few men who have big 
stocks on hand. Fortunately for buyers of 
shoes these hoidersof large stocks are mostly 
manufacturers of boots and shoes. If it were 
not for this one saving thing barefooted peo- 
ple would be more numerous in Chicago than 
they are. When.these stocks are exhausted 
and manufacturers have to bid for the little 
leather in sight a regular passing panorama 
of Trilby feet and ankles may be expected. 
One thing is sure, and that is a marked ad- 
vance in the retail price of shoes if leather 
continues to rise in value, as seems likely. 
Another certainty is muny people will have 
to go barefoot,’ for, strange as it may seem, 
the wreatest increuse in cost will come on the 
cheap grades worn by poor. people who, in 
many cases, are unable to buy even at .pres- 
ent prices. 

Dealers genera!ly agree on the cause of the 
advance. Shortage in cattie made hides 
scarce, and scare'ty of hides made leather 
dear. Last fall raw hides sold for an average 
of 4centsa-pound. Now they bring }¢ to 
10, and are hardly to be had at that. The ad- 
vance in leattier, while more directly felt by 
manufacturers, is not thus far so great pro- 
portionately as in hides, the average being 
61¢ cents a pound, 

Mr. Selz is the head of Selz, Schwab & Co., 
the largest boot and shoe manufacturers and 
dealers in the West. They now have a supply 
in store which will keep their big factory run- 
ning for several months, and four this reason 
have not as yet marked up the prices of their 
goods, 

Explains the Situation. 

Mr. Selz explains the situation in this way: 

* Last fall leather was selling at extremely 
low values; so tow that a great export trade 
with Hamburg sprung up and large drafts 
were made on our nativestocks, At the same 
time the low values here had practically killed 
off our imports of dry hides from South Amer- 
ica. Time was when these dry hides were the 
base of our ieather supply. ‘This was before 
great herds of cattle were raised on our West- 
ern ranges and when the number shipped in 
from siaughter-houses was small. As our 
Western herds grew and the influence of this 
increase was felt in a steady lowering of the 
price of hides shippers from South Aimerica 
became careless. ‘here was no money in the 
business for them, and they slighted their 
work so many ot.the hides received were un- 
fit for use. This in time killed the trade, and 
native hides are now the basis of our home 
leather supply, besides being exported in large 
quantities. With prices jumping up the way 
they are now an advance in the seiling price 
of shoes must soon foliow.

| iss ANTHONY SAYS IT’S A GOOD SIGN. 


Woman’s Desire to “Be Somebody” En- 
couraging=General Feminine Gossip. 
“The most encouraging feature of the 
suffrage outlook is woman’s desire to be 
somebody,” said Miss Susan B. Anthony in 
the course of a conversation at tha residence 


of Mrs. S. E. Gross in Lake 
yesterday afternoon, The pioneer suffragist, 
by the way, talks with unabated enthusiasm 
and after forty years of arduous service gains 
peculiar satisfaction in the rapid spread of 
suffrage from State to State. 

‘**Woman is no longer content to be in- 
different to great issues of the day,” she con- 
tinued earnestly, ** but has organized for the 
study of art, literature, reform, and politics. 
She no longer thinks merely of setting her 
trap for a beau, but is lifted out of seif into 
a wide sphere of usefulness. In New York 
the most encouraging thing is the report of 
the last census which shows one’ per. cent 
higher intelligence of women. In _ other 
words, our public schools are graduating 
three girls to two boys. All this means 
much for woman’s Tight to the ballot.” 

Miss Anthagny is undisturbed by the anti- 
suffrage clubs. springing up in the larger 
cities. ‘**The distinctive feature of these 
clubs,” she said, “is they are made up of 
merely ‘fashionable women who have no 
church or philanthropic interests and are fol. 
lowing anti-suffrage asafad. In New York 
some opposition has been shown by women 
who are. not prominent.” 

**Have you authentic information of the so- 
called Remonstrants of Boston?’ Miss 
Anthony was asked. The Remonstrants are a 
coterie of women who attach to themselves 
the privilege of sending anti-suffrage docu- 
ments to Legislatures considering enfran- 
chisement of women. 

‘There is nothing authentic,’’ declared 
Mies Anthony. ‘‘In fact, their workings area 
mystery. ‘They are evidently ashamed to 
show their hands. for they never Sign the 
articles. Neither have they a visible abiding 
place. The effect of these clubs is beneficial, 
for they stir suffragists to a thousand fold 
greater activity.” 

Miss Anthony thinks the Colorado women 
legislators made a splendid record, and is, in 
short, highly pleased with the outlook over 
the entire country. The brief Chicago visit 
was made en. route to California. In com- 
pany with the Rev. Anna Shaw, whom she 
will meet in St. Louis, for which town Miss 
Anthony left last evening, suffrage iectures 
will be made before large organizations of 
women in various cities in the West. The

WILL PAY NO FEES TO JUSTICES. 


Controller Wetherell Will Send the Noti- 
fications Out Today. 

Controller Wetherell said yesterday that 
the police Justices would be notitied today 
that they would not be allowed any fees in 
addition to their salaries. This rule it is un- 
derstood will be followed until the Mayor ap- 
points the new Justices. By that time it is 
hoped the Legislature will have passed a law 
regulating police Justices; salaries and abol- 
ishing the fee system. .

WANTS LABORERS PROMPTLY PAID. 


Commissionet Kelley Introduces an Order 
in the Drainage Board. 

Commissioner Kelley, at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the trustees of the Sanitary District, 
introduced the following: 

Ordered, That in all cases where the contracts 
of the district provide for the payment by con- 
tractors to their employés at least twice a month, 
and where such provision is not observed by the 
contractor, the Clerk of this district be and he 
is hereby directed to withhold the vouchers of 
such contractor until the terms of the contract 
in this particular are complied with by him.

Local Physicians Discuss the Finding of 
Their British Brethren.

of opium in@{ndia should be, viewed in the 
same light the temperate use of alcohol 
n England; d that opium is harmful, 
harmless, or even beneficial according to the 
measure and discretion with which it is 


used,” a reporter for THe TRIBUNE asked 


several leading Chicago physicians yester- 
day what they thought of this verdict. Dr. 
H. M. Lyman said: — , 
“This subject is not new tome. Articles 
on it have been running through the Lancet 
and other English medical journals for some 
time. The physicians constituting this com- 
mission are all respectable and capable men, 
but they are prejudiced in favor of the 
opium habit on account of their to- 
ward the alcohol habit For my part I do not 
believe the moderate use of opium would be 
as harmful as the moderate use of alcohol, 
but I have mever yet seen any one who 
could use opium moderately for any length 


of time.

WEAKNESS OF STERLING EXCHANGE, 


Present Conditions of the London Market 
Affect the Bond Syndicate. 

LONDON, May 1.—More important than any 

other development in today’s market was the 
weakness of sterling excnange. Except for the 
temporary decline the second week of April rates 
of exchange have steadily pressed to a maximum 
ever since the bond syndicate contract. The rea- 
son for this has been explained. The natural 
movement of exchange was to the point of actual 
gold shipment. Such a movement the syndicate, 
in performance of its contract, averted through 
‘fis own sales of sterling. But as their wish was 
mercly to hold the market under the point of 
forced exports of specie, the syndicate bankers 
naturally withheld their bills until top rates were 
bid. ‘ 
At present there are in provess of consummation 
several transactions through which the current 
demand for sterling may be met with bills drawn 
against recent sectrity sales in London. The 
syndicate bankers have themselyes placed in 
London within a fortnight two or three blocks of 
American securities, including those of the South- 
ern railway, the Manhattan Elevated, and prob- 
ably at least one other company. but how far 
these sales will act towards the permanent_de- 
Lression of an exchange is as yet doubtful. It is 
quite possible that: syndicate bankers here would 
‘* eover ’’> on such reaction part of their own pre- 
vious sales of sterling. Permanent movements in 
this. as in so many other markets, are likely to 
depend on the unfolding outlook for the crops.

NEW RAILWAY LAWS. 


LEGISLATION ON ELEVATED AND 
STREET RAILWAYS. 


Securityholders Interested in Springfield 
Legislation—After a Weak Opening the 
Stock Market Was Strong and Active= 
Remarkable Street Railway Earnings= 
Only a Small Proportion of Proposed 

Zlectriec Lines, Yet in Operation=Ster- 


ling Declines, 


The passage yesterday in the State Legis- 
lature of the bills relating to elevated and 
street railroads, known as the Crawford 
bills, was an occasion of much interest in 
stock market circles. The legislation was 
not clearly undérstood by the traders, anda 
good many wild rumors were afloat in the 
market as to just what the bills provided. 
It was said, for instance, that the passage 
of the measure relating to elevated railroads 
made it possible to immediately construct 
the loop. As a matter of fact the building 
of the loop will be no easier under the new 
legislation than it was under the old laws. 
If it is once built after the Crawford meas- 
ures are incorporated in the statutes there 
will be small chance of any other loop ever 
being constructed, but in order to build it it 


will be necessary, the same as it is now, to 


secure the consent of a majority of the prop- 
erty-owners in every mile or fractional] mile 
along the right of way. The two bills are 
practically identical. They provide that all 
elevated companies and all street railway 
companies shall, in addition to the powers 
heretofore conferred by law, possess all the 
powers and be subject to all the terms and 
obligations imposed by the present act. Any 
company wishing to secure private property 
for the conduct of its business may exercise 
the right of eminent domain, but no 
elevated railroad company shall have 
the right to cross the track of any other 
elevated road except with the consent of such 
other elevated railroad. Nor shall it have the 
right to use or condemn any property of another 
elevated railroad. Neither has any street car 
company the right to condemn property of an- 
other street railroad company. There is @ sec- 
tion bearing especially on the claim of the Chica- 
go General Electric company, which has main- 
tained that one street car company has the right 
to use the tracks of another. It is provided that 
no street car corporation shall have the right to 
use or condemn for its use any part of the prop- 
erty of another street railroad without the con- 
sent of the corporation whose property or tracks 
it seeks to use or to condemn. Both bills provide 
that all such corporations shall have the fright 
to contract with each other for the use of their 
tracks or to lease to each other or to purchase 
from each other any portion or the whole of their 
tracks or property on such terms or conditions 
as they mav agree upon with the persons operat- 
ing the same. Ali contracts, leases, or purchases 
heretofore made by or between such corporations 
shall be valid the same as though made subse- 
quent to the passage of this act. 

The new laws do not make the construction of 
hold in the territory of the old corporations. 
The new laws, do not make the construction of 
the union leop any easier. The law in reference 
to the elevated railroads, however, would leave 
it a difficult matter for any new elevated 
railroad. to obtain a terminal in the heart of 


“the city after a union loop had Been bullt in the 


interests of the four companies how organized. 

The -legislation just pasged at Springfield re- 
garding gas and electric light companies has also 
been of much interest In the stock market. It 
provides that franchises shall not: in future be 
granted to gas or electric light companies ex- 
cept on much the same terms as to street railway 
companies-—that is, a majority of the frontage In 
each block in which _it is designed to tear up 
streets must first consent before the Council can 
grant the franchise to the company. 

After a weak opening the stock market was 
again strong and active yesterday, A drive was 
West Chicago and quotations went oft 
They rose quickly from. that point, 
and advanced to an exceedingly strong 
and active close at 122. North Side was inact- 
ive but strong. It sold at 275% for the account. 
There Was a sharp jump in quotations for City 
railway, a & point advance being made from the 
last sale.

The increase is*to 
be accounted for in a large measure, of course, by 
the new electric equipment. When it is remem- 
hered that only 20 per cent of the new electric 
lines are yet in operation some idea may be had of 
what can be expected when al the electric lines 
which the various companies are building are in 
working order. The North Side is equipping forty 
miles of streets, eighty miles of track, with ses: 
tric cars. Less than nine miles of double track 
are now in operation. The West Side ia equipping 
seventy tniles of streets with electric lines. Al 
of the electric lines will be in operation, we ex- 
pect, by the middle of June. Some of those that 
are yet to start will probably show greater in- 
crease than anything that has yet been operator. 
The State street line will undoubtedly do a re- 
n.arkabie business. There are lines which con- 
tinue to show an increase of 100 per cent in traffic 
and a decrease of 33 per cent in operating ex- 
penses.”’

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


TAXES ON COMPANIES WRITING IN 
THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 


Owing to a Law Recently Passed Some of 
Them Have Decided Not to Pay City 
Taxes in Addition to the Ones Levied 
by the State, and the Attorney-General 
Has Been Asked for a Ruling on the 
MatterValued Policy Laws—General 


Insurance Notes. 

Missouri passed a law at the last session 
of its Legislature directing that in future 
insurance companies should pay to the State 
a tag of 2 per cent upon gross premium re- 
ceipts, this to be in lieu of all ge Here- 
tofore insurance companies have p id coun- 
ty and city taxes, the county taxes being 2 
per cent, while an additional tax. was charged 
in many of the towns and cities. If the one 
tax is the only one which shall hereafter be 
collected it will mean a considerable saving 
to the companies. This is the construction 
put upon the law by many of the companies 
and an effort is beirig made to prevent the 
collection of the city taxes. The Attorney- 
General has been called upon for a ruling. 
Should he hold the contention of the compa- 
nies is correct it will effect a saving of not 
less than $500 a year to those companies 
which write in all the cities in the State. | 

In the list of laws passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Missouri there is a peculiar valued 
policy law which applies to personal as well 
as real property. This is considered a pe- 
culiarly bad law by insurance companies, as 
no sort of adequate check can be Kept on 
personal property and the chance for fraud 
is, therefore, much greater than on build- 
ings. This is likely to cause some compa- 
nies to withdraw from that State. 

Minnesota has passed a valued policy law, 
but it applies only to real property. Under 
it the amount named in a policy, in theevent 
of a dispute, shall be considered as prima 
facie evidence of its value. In other words, 
if a property-owner succeeds in getting 
more than the value of his property in the 
way of insurance and a fire should ensue the 
company could have no recourse and would 
have to pay the full amount of the policy. 
The injustice that follows from a law of this 
kind can easily be seen. It puts a pre- 
mium on crime and indirectly costs other 
property-owners in the way of increased 
premiums. . That is not as bad as the law in 
Missouri, however, where the same rule is 
made to apply to personal property also. 


COMBINES TWO DEPARTMENTS. 


Providence Washington Does Away with Its 
Denver General Agency. 

The Providence Washington has decided 
toclose its Denver department,consolidating 
it with the onein Chicago. Charles De Dun- 
lap, the manager in Denver, is to come to 
Chicago and become manager of the com- 
bined department. C. L. Whittemore, who 
has been manager of the Chicago office for 
the last four. years, leaves the Provident 
Washington and will enter the service of the 
North British and Mercantile. Mr. Whitte- 
more goes into the office of W. J. Little- 
john,.the Western manager. Just what posi- 
tion he will take has not been determined. 
F’revious to going withthe Providence Wash- 
ington Mr. Whittemore was with the Con- 
necticut, of which Mr. Littlejohn was the 
Assistant Manager. 


INSURANCE NEWS IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Companies Decide Not to Pay Losses on a 
North Moore Street Fire. 

New York, May 1.—[{Special.j]—A meeting 

was held here today of the insurance com- 


panies interested in the collapse and fire of . 


the wholesale grocery building of J. H.Mohl- 
man & Co., Nos. 38 and 40 North Moore/ 
street. It is generally reported that the 
building caved in before there was any fire, 
and the companies think they cannot be held 
for a dollar. None of the companies would 
admit that there was a fire loss and decided 
to let the assured take any action he chooses. 
The matter will probabby be fought out in 
the courts. 

The Mutual Fire Insurance company has 
entered suit against P. B. Armstrong, ex- 
President of the concern, for jhiis reinsyr- 
ance deal at the Lancashire a year or 80 ago.

Swedish singers celebrated May day last 
night at the Auditorium. On the stage the 
arrangement of the great chorus was strik- 
ingly effective.

Three men were assaulted, a child fright- 
ened into convulsions, and the whole neigh- 
borhood in the vicinity of South Peoria street 
excited and scared last night by a constable 
and a lawyer with a gun and a distress war- 
rant.

The constable’s name is Joseph Kristan and 
the lawyer, who has been Assistant City 
Prosecutor at the West Chicago Avenue 
Police Court, gave his name as Joseph 8. 
yeshwich. They went to serve the warrant 
at 9:30 on Charles Forman, who has a 
foundry at Eighteenth and Halsted streets, 
and who lives at No. 217 South Peoria street. 
Forman was sitting in the front room in 
night dress reading a'paper, when his front 
door was burst in and two men entered. 
With an oath one of them demanded why 
Forman did not pay hisrent. Forman asked 
fer an explanation, when the man hit him 
on the head With the butt of a revolver. 
Forman got to his feet and said he would 
call an officer. 

**IT am an officer,’’ the man replied, show- 
ing a constable’s badge, and at the same 
time he struck Forman on the head again 
with the revolver and seizing him by. the 
arm tore his.shirt nearly off him. 


Shoots at Forman. 

Mrs. Forman and five children who had 
gone to bed were awakened by the noise and 
entered the room, Just as they did the man 
with the revolver, who was Constable Kris- 
tan, fired at Forman. Mrs. Forman ran to 
save her husband and was pushed aside 
rudely, when Kristan took another shot at 
Forman. In fear of his lHfe Forman 
jumped through a window and reached the 
sireet, crying for help. 

The constable and lawyer léft the house 
and went into Anton Schemick’s saloon, No. 
421 South Peoria street, where they had 
been drinking before entering Forman’s 
residence. They came out and met an old 
man named John Loshek of No. 207 South 
Peoria street. Loshek was going home with 
a bucket of beer. They gave him a push and 
a kick and knocked him down acellar stair- 
way.-His back was sprained, and, as he is 
past 70 years old, it-is feared his injury is 
serious. After assaulting Loshek they 
started down the street to where they hada 
horse and buggy. Officers O’Brien and 
Ketchum arrived then and placed Kristan 
under arrest. Geshwich got into the buggy 
and drove off at a breaknéck speed. Offi- 
cer Keough gave chase. He drove down 
South Peoria street, and as he was crossing 
the Wisconsin Central tracks the gates were 
being let down. 

Placed Under Arrest. 

They caught the top of the buggy and tore 
it off. Geshwich drove on, and turnimg on 
Maxwell street, went dashing past the po- 
lice station. Lieut. Wheeler saw the man 
driving so rapidly by and sent . Officer 
Schroéder to bring him in. .He stopped at 
the corner of Morgan street and was turn- 
ing back when he was placed under arrest. 

Both men were booked for assault with in- 
tent to kill and disorderly conduct. 
had a revolver with two chambers empty 
and $144 in cash in his pockets. Both men 
were drunk. One of Forman’s children, a 
girl named Selma, aged 10 years, who has 
been in ill-health, was frightened into con- 
vulsions by the noise and fusillading in the 
house. 

A young man, whose name could not be 
learned by the police last night, was as- 
saulted, it is said, in Schemick’s saloon by 
the two men. 

Forman said the amount he owes for rent 
is $2. He said he had some dispute with his 
landlord as to the amount due, and that is 
the reason why this claim is held against 
him,

PLANS TO BETTER MAIL SERVICE, 


Several Improvements to Be Inaugurated 
the Fifteenth of May. 

Twoof the greatest improvements inaugu- 
rated in the Postoflice Department during 
Postmaster Hesing’s reign will be put in 
operation May 15. The fitst street railway 
postal car will be started on West Madison 
street and the new collection wagons will be 
started all over the city the same day. Com- 
missioner Kent of the Department of Public 
Works issued a ninety-day permit to operate 
mail cars on cable lines yesterday. The car 
is being built at Pullman and will be finished 
in time. 

The new collection wagons—fifty-seven in 
number—will greatly improve the system of 
collecting mails and effect a saving of many 
hours’ time in some parts of the city. In the 
future almost all the mails will be collected 
by carts and wagons instead of foot collectors, 
except in the business section. The changes 
affect the day collections unly. Each eol- 
lector will work eight hours and will make 
from,six to eight collect:ons over his entire 
district, except in remote suburbs, Each 
collector will have two horses, which wili be 
driven four hours each day, instead of eight, 
as formerly. ° 4 

The collections in the different districts will 
be as follows: 

Station A, No. 575 North Clark street, will re 
ceive eight collections, an increase of one. 

Station B, No. 1353 Diversey aveuue, has at 
present iess than one-half of the territory cov- 
ered by collectors. It is proposed to cover the 
entire station. That portion at present collected 
by carriors only will receive five collections. 

Stations C and D, No. 416 and No. 981 West 
Madison street, are to receive the same number 
of collections as heretofore except the northwest 
portion of Station D's district, which is at pres- 
ent collected by carriers only, who make three 
trips daily. These stations will receive eight 
collections daily. ‘ 

Station E, No. 2021 West Madison street, 
where there are no collections at present except 
those made by carriers, is to receive five, with 
the exception of a few scattering boxes. 

Station F, No. 517 Milwaukee avenue, will re- 


ceive eight collections as heretofore. 


Station G, No. 1551 Milwaukee avenue. Eight 
collections will be made in all that portion 
served by collectors at present. Two more dis- 
tricts over each of which four trips will be made 
have been outlined in this station. 

Station H, No. 543 Blue Island avenue, will re- 
ceive eight collections. 

Station J. No. 3217 State street, will receive 
eight collections. 

Station K, No. 4198 Halsted street. will receive 
eight collections, except that territory south of 
Forty-seventh street and west of Haisted street, 
in which six will be made. 

Station L, No. 2224 Cottage Grove avenue, will 
receive eight collections. 

Station M. No. 3729 Cottage Grove avenue, and 
Station N, No. 324 Fifty-fifth street, are each to 
receive seven collections as heretofore. 

Station O, No. 528 Sixty-third street. where at 
present there are no collections except those 
made by carriers, will receive six collections. 

Station P, No. 606 Sixty-seventh street; T, No. 
2370 One Hundred and Fifteenth street; and Sta- 
tion Y, No. 4775 North Clark street, will receive 
two collections in addition to those being niade 
by the carriers. 

Station R, No. 1143 Seventy-fifth street, is to 
receive five collections. 

Station S, No. 234 Ninety-first street, will. be 
given eight collections in thie business district; 
five north and three south of that portion of the 
town. This is.an increase of two collections 
throughout the’entire’station district. _ 

Station V. No. 1058 Millard avenne: Station 
W. No. 3155 Archer avenue; and Station X, No. 
1250 East Ravenswood Park, are to receive five 
collections, where formerly they received two. 

That portion of the Postoffice district between 
the river and Halsted street, and between 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, in which three 
coliections are made at present, and these by car- 
riers who deliver also, is to receive eight collec- 
tioas. 

The station boundary lines were not per- 
mitted to interfere with the direction given 
to a route; but one so arranged that the mail 
will be taken to the nearest and most accessi- 
ble station. ‘Thus the north end of: Station H 
and east endof Station D are covered by 
routes which center in Station C. Mail col- 
lected in Station W (Bridgeport) is sent to 
Station J rather than across the river to Sta- 
tion W. There are many such improvements.

Among those who will make the grounds 
their training quarters are: Sinsabaugh, 
Homes, ‘‘Cy”’ Davis, Barrett, Roy Keator, 
Thompson, Tom Heywood, Heahler, Will 
Jacob, George Jaqob, and Semple. 

The Thistles will begin daily training on 
the Garfield Park Saturday. 

The Chicago road race program, contain- 
ing a classified ‘list of the entries, will be 
published under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciated Cycling Clubs. 

The Clarendon Wheelmen will give their 
second’ annual May party at Kretlow’s 
Academy, Nos. 401 and 403 Webster avenue, 
Iriday evening. 

Herman Bernheim, late of the Lake View 
Cycling club, will train several fast riders 
for the Chicago road race. 

It is annually the habit of the Chicago 
Cycling club to ride from Hamilton, O., to 
Cincinnati, a distance of about twenty-five 
miles. The excursion had origin some years 
ago when the Chicago men went to Cincin- 
nati to witness the Poorman road race, and 
recetved such hospitable treatment from the 
wealthy brewers there that the wheelmen 
needed but little pressing to go again. It is 
a custom with the excursionists to run over 
the Poorman course. The party going thither 
Saturday will include Bliss, Van Sicklen, 
Levy, Steele, Githens, Nicollet, Anderson, 
Lumsden, and others. Machines will be put 
on the train here and the return journey 
will be made in the same fashion.

It. seemed as if Mr. Nat C. Goodwin had 
approached closer than ever before to the 
goal of his ambition last evening at Hooley’s 
as he stood alone upon the stage acknow!l- 
edging the repeated recalls which followed 
his impersonation of David Garrick. Once 
before this season it has been a pleasure to 
record his triumph in the rdéle which has 
been the climax of his endeavors, but the 
pleasure is greater at this time because the 
actor, while he has not changed the tech- 
nical aspect of his portrayal, has made a dis- 
tinct gain upon the subtler side of sensibill- 
ty. There is a truer ring to the words of the 
quiet, graceful, and dignified Garrick, and it 
seemed as if the feelings of those who wit- 
nessed the impersonation responded more 
spontaneously than before. The first act, 
which includes the scenes with Simon Ingot 
and the meeting between Garrick and Ada 
in her father’s house, were strong in their 
simple effectiveness. There was no evidence 
of stridency or its consequent theatrically. 
In act Il Mr. Goodwin has improved the 
scene in which he feigns drunkenness be- 
cause he has omitted one or two of the indis- 
cretions of the opening evening. At the 
same time he has forfeited none of the 
vividness. It is doubtful, however, 
if the honors do not. belong to 
Mr. Willtam Ingersoll, who impersonated 
Squire Chivy and enacts real intoxication in 
a manner that convinces and at the same 
time retains all the humor of the situation. 
The final act gives Mr. Goodwin the great 
opportunity of the play in Garrick’s inter- 
view with Ada, and the actor swayed the 
feelings. of his audience seemingly at his 
will. The melting pathos of the few words 
of advice which he spoke surely sprang from 
the heart; they showed that Mr.Goodwin can, 
when he will, sound the deepest well of true 
feeling. The only change in the cast to be 
recorded was the appearance of Miss 
Blanche Walsh as Ada Ingot. As her man- 
ner and gestures become easy the artificiali- 
ty of her tone and reading increases. It is 
less easy for her, evidently, to rid herseif of 
the little extravagances demanded in the 
provinces. Further reference to the other 
characters is unnecessary, as their small 
eontributions to the play remain the same. 
Mr. Goodwin followed ‘“‘ David Garrick ”’ 
with “‘ Lend Me Five Shillings.”” His ren- 
dering of Mr. Golightly is not upon the well 
ordered lines of Mr. Joseph Jefferson, an 
extravagance due in part no doubt to the 
check upon his comedy tendencies in the first

MORGAN COUNTY SILVER CRANKS. 

The free silver Democrats of Morgan 
County in this State have put themselves on 
record as indorsing the lies copied by Secre- 
tary of State Hinrichsen from Coin’s Finan- 
cial Fool, They were told by him in conven- 
tion: 

How throughout tne State it was generally 
thought that Chicago and Cook County would 
oppose aud fight the silver measure, whereas he 
had been in Chicago last Saturday and there 
learned that the common peop!e were as much in 
favor of free coinage as were 90 percent of the 
people outside that city. The only ones opposed 
to free coinage, he said, were the bankers, bond- 
holders, and millionaires, of which there were 
many, and the newspapers which were controlled 
by them. 

How did Hinrichsen learn in one day that 
there was such a preponderating free coinage 
Did 
he get his information from some City Hall 
gutter rat? Did he obtain the assurance 
from Hopkins, or from some other Demo- 
cratic politician more eager for votes than 
for principle? Of course the banks and their 
three thousand stockholders are opposed to 
the idea of having the value of their money 
cut down one-half, but they are not more 
vitally interested in the matter than are the 
100,000 depositors and the vast "amber of 


others who are dependent upon the capital of | 


there depositors for employment. Naturally 
enough these depositors, many of whom are 
working men and women, are opporeed to hav. 
ing the working power of their money capital 
reduced by 50 per cent, and their opinious 
are entitled to respect: Then there are the 
bondholders, those who hoid national, State, 
county, drainage, paftk, and other kinds of 
bonds, with the thousands of members of 
building loan associations, and the holders of 
notes and other securities for the repayment 
of money invested or loaned. All these 
classes are opposed to having the vdlue of 
their dollara cut in two. and they constitute 
much more than 10 per cent of the voters in 
this city, so that Hinrichsen must have made 
some mistake in his count. 

Ard there are the millionaires, who may 
not be so numerous as indicated by the ve- 
racious Secretary, but are an important part 
of the community nevertheless, as their capi- 
tai keeps busy a large percentage of the 210,- 
000 employés in our manufacturing estab- 
lishments, who draw 124 million dollars an- 
nuaiJy in wages paid in this city. Why should 
they be sneered ai? If Hinrichsen thinks it 
is nothing to knock out at one blow 50 per 
cent from their money capital and thereby 
paralyze instantly every industry here, caus- 
ing a worse state of affairs and throwing out 
ofemployment more people than were ren- 
dered idle by the panic of two years ago, he 
must be an ass. That panic rendered idle 
fully half the wage-earners of Chicago. Yet 
Hinrichsen has the impudence and deviltry to 
pretend to believe that 90 per cent of the peo- 
ple of this city are so ignorant that they want 
to sec a recurrence of the calamity which was 
brought on by fears of the very condition he 


** or in other words 

‘the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold at a ratio of 16 ‘to 1 without waiting for 
the permission or action of any foreign gov- 
ernment,” and tried to j y this demand by 
declaring that: 

Silver and gold have constituted the money of 
the Democratic party, the money of the American 
people, and the money of the whole commercial 
world. It was by the use of both that the world 
progressed and our people prospered. 

The allegation that cilver and gold have con- 
stituted the money of the Democratic party 
cannot be allowed to go unchallenged, for it 
is nottrue. Some Democrats have stood up 
for hard money, but the great mzjority of 
them, ever since their party was organized in 
1828, have favored wildcat money. They 
wanted and had all’kinds of red dog and blue 
pup stuff and so far as currency was con- 
cerned this rotten rubbish has been the money 
of the Democratic party in the United States, 
and the howl for “hard money ”’ never was 
raised by any of them till the Copperhead ele- 
ment in the North raised it in the hope of em- 
barrassing the government in its efforts to 
put down the rebellion, The assertion that it 
was by the use of both gold and silver, our 
people prospered is the sheerest kind of rot. 
Up to 1873, when the free silver Democrats 
allegea ‘“‘ terrible crime’’ was committed, the 
amount of our gold money compared with 
that of our silver money about as a horse does 
to a mouse, the horse doing all the pulling 
while the mouse ambled alongside and now 
receives credit for doing more than half the 
work. Look at the figures. The total gold coin- 
age of the mints of the United States up to 
1873 was $816,905,518, while that of silver 
dollars was only $8,031,288, or less than 1 
per cent; and in 1873 the collective issue of 
silver dollars from the beginning would have 
been but one in ninety-four of the money in 
cireulation, even if all those silver dollars had 
then been in the hands of the people, which 
they were not. So it must be admitted that 
silver played a very sniall part in making the 
country prosper previous to the time the sil- 
ver dollar was dropped from the list of coins 
only to be made much more prominent five 
years later. The preamble to the resolutions 
affirms that— 

The great debts—national. State, municipal, 
corporate, and private—have been made on the 
basis of the use of both metals; consequently 
the striking down of one metal almost donbled 
the burdens of the whole debtor class and has 
been followed by ruin and bankruptcy all over 


the world because the purchasing power of the 
ople was destroyed. 


The utter idiocy of this “striking down” | 


allegation is sufficiently demonstrated by the 
figures we have given above, Gold coin, eight 
hundred millions; silver dollars, eight mill- 
ions. The debtor class had the option previ- 
ous to 1873 of paying in silver dollars, but 


_what kind of an option wasit? They did not 


wish to pay in silver dollars and could not 
have done soif they had wished, because there 
were no silver dollars in circulation. Also 
they had incurred their obligations in gold, 
which was slightly the cheaper metal of the 
two. The creditors expected to be paid in 
gold money and had no idea that the debtors 
would avail themselves of any option in the 
matter. What “ striking down ’”’ was there in 
all this? And what harm was wrought by 
what was done? Itis not true that the legis- 
lation of 1873 increased debts without com- 
pensation to the debtor. The fact is it left 
the debtor exactly where he had stood before, 
with the option to pay in what was the cheaper 
‘dollar. 

_ Prior to 1873 debts were not contracted 
with the option to the debtor to pay either in 
dollars worth 100 cents each or in dollars 
worth oniy 50 cents each, But that is the 
kind of “option” which Hiurichsen, satu- 
rated with the teachings of Coin’s Financial 


Fool, wishes to give to the debtors of the 


country today. The convention alleged that 
all the great debts *‘ have been made on the 
basis of the use of both metals.”’ But to the 
extent that this claim is true the debts were 
incurred on theassumption that the dollars 
made out of both metals would be worth 100 
cents each, while these Morgan County fel- 
lows want to substitute for that basis one 
dollar worth 100 cents and another worth 
only 50 cents, They demand dollars which 
aro not equally valuabie, but in reality they 
want only the cheaper ones, andin order to 
get them they shout for “free coinage at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 without waitimg for the per- 
mission or action of any foreign gov- 
ernment.’’

Unable to 
‘get his own biil through the Legisjature, he 
now proposes, law or no law, to open his 
gambling den and proceed with the fleecing 
of the unwary and the rvin of young men 
who will be attracted there. Hawthorne is 
outside of the city limits; hence it is beyond 
the danger of interference by the police. 

In this emergency what is the Civic Feder- 
atior doing? It is apparentiy trying to work 
off some af its superfluous energy by annoy- 
ing the police authorities in the matter of 
nickle-in-the-slot machines and open saloons 
on Sundays. But here is something worse 
than both combined. Why does it not per- 
form its obvious duty by promptly going into 
the courts and proceeding against this Haw- 
thorne den? The lawis clear on the subject. 
It provides that “any Parson who records or 
registers bets or wagers or sells pools upon 
the result of any trial or contest of skill, 
speed, or power of endurance of man or 
beast,’’ or who is the owner. lessee; or occu- 
pant of any place where pools are sold ‘‘ shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the County 
Jail for a period not longer than one year or 
by fine not exceeding $2,000 or both.”’ The 
proviso to this section of the statutes setting 
forth that the act does notapply tothe ‘‘actua! 
_inclosure of fair or race-track associatious 
that are incorporated under the laws 
of this State during the actual 
time of the meetings of said associa- 
tions, or within twenty-four hours before any 
such meetings,’ has been declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court. Mr. Corrigan 
therefore is running his den at Hawthorne, in 
contemptuous defiance of the law and will do 
so allsummerif the Civic Federation does 
not do its duty. Mr. Corrigan is a foeman 
worthy of its steel. If it can-stop pool-selling 
at Hawthorne and punish Corrigan and the 
bookmakers by clapping them into the County

WHERE HINRICHSEN GOT HIS INSPIRA- 
TION, 

Judge A. A. Goodrich, an honest money

STOP THIS SENATORIAL FOOLISHNESS, 

The Illinois Senate is making itself a 
laughing-stock,. There appeared before it 
yesterday a citizen of Chicago who was 
dragged away from his business and brought 
before the bar of the Senate in order to. in- 
form it what his advertising bill had been 
during the year, what the profits of his firm 
had been during the last three years, and 
what the gross amount of business done dur- 
ing the last year had been, 

Mr. Cooper refused to answer those impu- 
dent questions, and rightly so. For neither 
the committee appointed to investigate the 
workings of department stores nor the Senate 
itself has any right to pry into the priyate af- 
fairs of the firm of which Mr. Cooper is a 
meinber. Nor, for that matter, has the Con- 
gress of the United States. 

he Federal and State Constitutions say that 
‘*the right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and etlfects against 
unreasonable searches and seizures shall not 
be violated.’’ The General Assembly cannot 
sdize the books of the firm of Siegel, Cooper 
& Co, for the purpose of getting the informa- 
tion the diseased curiosity of some of the Sen- 
ators craves, The Senate cannot do indirect- 
ly what it cannot do directly, It cannot 
furce a member of a firm to tell the contents 
of books it cannot lay its hands on lawfully. 

The Legislature has aright to investigate 
the sanitary condition of department stores 
and all other stores. Itcan make inquiries 
as to whether minors ought'to work in these 
and other stores. But it cannot insist on 
answers to illegal and irrelevant questions 
while making such inquiries, It cannot pro- 
ceed on the assumption that it isa crime to 
run a department store and that whoever runs 
one has no constitutional or legal rights. Thus 
far the laws have not made it ao offense for a 
inan to carry on a dozen different businesses 
under one roof if he wants to. It is not 
thought wrong for a merchant in a country 
village to sell hardware and dry goods, gro- 
ceries and crockery over the same counter. 
How can it be acrime in Chicago has not 
been explained as yet» ‘ 

One’of the charges made against the de- 
partment stores is that- they fill the down- 
town streets with crowds of people. As long 
as the owners of the abutting property do not 
complain why should the lilinois Senate, 
which does not have to walk up and down 
State street, take the matter to heart? And 
what have the advertising bills of a depart- 
ment store or its gross receipts to do with the 
matter? 

The truth is the Senate never should have 
taken up the inquiry. If it wanted to find out 
anything. about the workings of department 
stores it should have called on the State Board 
of Labor or Board of Healt and told either 
or both to investigate in aecordance with law. 
The subject is not one the Senate can legislate 
about. It cannot prohibit or regulate those 
stores, It,cannot tella man that he must not 
be in several kinds of business at once, and it 
cannot compel any merchant to reveal the 
secrets of his business because some Senators 
think that business is not conducted ethically. 

The Senate should discharge Mr. Cooper 
this morning with an apology. Persistence 
in asking these iinpudent questions will nake 
the Senate more ridiculous than it is now, and 
will simply add, as one Senator suggested, to 
the amount and value. of the advertising this 
firm is getting. For the Senate has been 
spending the money of the State to give prom- 
inence to one firm which is simply standing 
by its constitutional rights. 


ANTICIPATING A BIG DEFICIT. 

The statement of Treasury receipts for the 
month ending April 30 shows that the deficit 
at the close of the fiscal year will be little if 
any less than $45,000,000. The receipts 
for April were $24,247,836 and the ex- 
penditures $32,052,690, leaving a deficit for 
the month of $8,704,854 and for the fiscal 
year to date of $45,247,006. The receipts 
from internal revenue for last month show a 
falling off of over $700,000 compared with 
those of April, 1894, and a falling off for the 
ten months of the fiscal year of about 
$2,000,000. Even conceding al! that is ex- 
pected from the income tax the net result of 
the yeat will not vary materially from the 
current deficit. 

It is apparent from this statement that the 
government is gettaag to the bottom of its 
financial barrel.+ It knifed the tariff so 8e- 
verely that it brought ona panic, knocking 
industrial production to pieces, thereby cut- 
ting down'the power of importation. Now 
suppose Justice Jackson, a Tennessee strict 
construction jurist, sides with Justice Field 
et al. and upsets the income tax law as it 
stands, what will the President do for revenue 
with which to carry on the government? As 
wili be seen by a Washington dispatch, print- 
ed elsewhere in this issue, it is the genera¥ 
opinion of those best qualified to know that 
he is opposed to the present law and that his 
reappearance on the bench will mean its 
orersetting unless counsel can bring stronger 
arguments to bear than those which were laid

She Must Possess a General All-Around 
Skill and Must Stand Ready to Help in 
Any Capacity=—She Must Be Intelligent 
and at Home in the Parlor as Well as 
the Kitchen=<She Must Be Cook, Nurse, 
and Doctor, Know How to Care for the 
House, and Must Serve Cheap. 


It has been suggested by a clever writer 
that the “utility woman” is a need of the 
present day. 

There are many people who possess no 
“specialty,’”’ who yet have a general all- 
around skill which would fit them to-be of 
great service to others and bring a reason- 
able recompense in return. 

The “‘utliity woman” must stand ready to 
help in any capacity where, in an emergen- 
cy, a housekeeper’s services would be need- 
ed in the various homes in her particular 
town or locality. If she is a person of intel- 
ligence, and has had a family and home of 
her own, she should understand everything 
pertaining to the care of children and the 
management of a house, and should, there- 
fore, be able to offer her services with confi- 
dence. 

The suggestion came originally from a 
community of summer cottages where there 
was no one who could be depended on in the 
various crises which are always occurring, 
and a list of the duties the “utility woman” 
would be required to perform was appended. 

She should know “how to manage a but- 
ler’s pantry through a dinner party,” be able 
to “help occasionally in the care of an inva- 
lid who does not need a trained nurse,’’ be 
willing to “‘look after a child while its moth- 
er attended an entertainment,” etc., etc., all 
such services to be paid for by the hour. 

To this might be added the abflity to pack 
a trunk properly and- with expedition, for 
there are many cases where, in a suddenly 
enforced journgy, such outside assistance 
would be invaluable. If this useful member 
of the community added to her other accom- 
plishments that of being expert with her 
needle she could be called in to help with the 
family sewing in an emergency, and even in 
large cities such help would often be most 
acceptable. Only the other day a friend of 
the writer was greatly inconvenienced be- 
cause, her own dressmaker falling ill, she 
had difficulty in finding some one who would 
undertake to freshen up a gown which she 
needed hurriedly for an evening. 

To the foregoing list might be added the 
closing of a house after the family had left 
for the season, and its subsequent opening 
in preparation for their return. A reliable 
woman who understands airing a house 
properly after it has been-closed for a long 
period and putting it in habitable condition 
would be appreciated in many quarters, and 
ir she could be further depended upon to en- 
gage the servants beforehand the.return to 
town would be robbed of innumerable disa- 
greeable features. ~ 

In the women’s exchanges there is a bulle- 
tig where workers advertise their capabili- 
ties and give addresses, but this, so far as 
the writer is aware, is the nearest approach 
to an effort to bring the work and the work- 
er in this field together. It has been further 
suggested that some of the many philan- 
thropic, organizations open a bureau where 
this particular demand and supply can be 
brought in direct communication, and thus 
afford a chance for the “utility 'woman’”’ to 
make engagements and establish herself.—

In the World of Electricity. 

Electric héating is becoming the vogue, 
and the strides that have been taken in this 
application of electricity within the last few 
months point to the probability that there 
will soon be but little use for steam in the 
heating of public and private buildings. 
There has been such a sudden rush for elec- 
tric radiators in London that the stocks of 
the manufacturers have rundry. The story 
goes that the credit for this intelligent ap- 
preciation on the part of the British public 
belongs to an American theatrical manager 
in London. It "was a cold winter’s day; 
the theater had to be heated by night, and 
the steam apparatus usually relied upon had 
gotten out of order In despair the manager 
sent to an electrician, who placed a portable 
electric radiator on each side of the audi- 
torium. The making of a connection with 
the mains was a simple matter, and in half 
an hour after the current was turned on the 
theater was filled with balmy air that, while 
just of the right temperature, was un- 
tainted by the smell of the pipes. The con- 
venience of the arraueemen was apparent, 
as the radiators could easily be run from 
one place to another, and slipped entirely 
out of the way the moment they were not 
wanted.

SEVERE CRITICISM FOR MR. BAYARD. 


His Treatment of the Nicaragua Case Puts 
Him in an Unenviable Light. 

Washington, D. C., May 1.—[{Special. |— 
Minister Bayard is coming in for some severe 
criticism in connection with the Nicaraguan 
case and some peuple have.goné so far as to 
declare it would be a beneficial change which 
would transfer our Minister to England 
across the channel to Paris and replace him 
at London with Ambassador Eustis. There 
is a strong impression that the course of the 
United States in the Corinto matter was 
shaped by Mr. Bayard. Correspondence be. 
tween the State Department and the Ameri- 
can Legation in London, while the episode 
was in its negotiatory stages, is withheld 
from the pubiic, and Secretary Gresham adds 
authority a deep 
silence. Reasoning which ascribes responsi- 
bility to Mr. Bayard grows out of his well 
known predilection for Englishmen and En- 
giish interests. At the start it is believed the 
Nicaraguan side appealed to the sympathies 
of the administration.. The fact also that 
Nicaragua, a sister republic and one with 
which the United States was on the eve of en- 
tering into the closest business bonds, was 
looking here for succor counted for some- 
thing. 

Secretary Gresham is not lacking either in 
spirit or Americanism when left unhampered. 
His dispatch in the Allianca case proves this. 
This government was in sympathy with 
Nicaragua and meditated exercising some in- 
fluence in her behalf. At this time the 
Nicaraguan Government began to build its 
hopes of assistance from the United States. 
and to shape its own course accordingly. Mr. 
Bayard had to be called into the case. From 
that time interest felt in administration cir- 
cies in Nicaragua’s cuntention began to cool. 
Mr. Bayard put on a pair of English eye- 
glasses and read the wholecase through them. 
He backed up the few of Lord Kimberley’s 
etatements that were made public, seemed to 
give Engiand a clean bill of health, and won 
over the administration to a policy of pro- 
polnced neutrality. 

This change in sentiment here appears not 


to have been known or properly noted in Nie. 
aragua, and the little republic kept its eyes 
fixed anxfously and longingly in this direction 
until the very arrival of the English ships in 


the harbor of Corinto. Then it awoke witha 
start to the realization that it had been lean- 
ing on a broken reed. Mr. Bayard has 
always commanded respect, even from those 
who denied him in their estimates any of the 
sturdier qualities of statesmanship. He has 
culture, figure, deportment, and many engag- 
ing social qualities. But he is thought to be 
too sentimental for the hardier uses of public 
office. He is approachable on too mary sides 
by shrewd men, laying and playing for the 
mainchance, He lacks the superb and indis- 
pensable quality of making himself disagree- 
able at the proper time. Lord Kimberley, 
therefore, it is thought, must have jumped for 
joy when he found his side of the Nicaraguan 
controversy wus to be presented to the 
authorities here through a representative so 
complacent and agreeable and so predisposed 
toward England and its interests. 

A suggestion is offered in explanation of the 
ultra-English manner in which Mr. Bayard 
has carried himself. He has become the 
greatest eulogist that England can point to 
outside of its own subjects. He lauds that 
country higher even than it lauds itself, and it 
is not overmodest on that score. He has 
never relished, itis said, the part he was 
forced by circumstances to play in the matter 
of sending Lord Sackville out of this country 
in 1888. Lord Sackville had been tricked 
and trapped, and, election day being close at 
hand, the exigencies of politics demanded his 
humiliation. Mr. Cleveiand was threatened 
with a heavy loss of votes if the offending 
minister wasallowed toremain. Mr. Bayard, 
then at the head of the State Department, 
could not hesitate and assented to the action 
taken. But it is said he greatly regretged it 
and thought it ealeulated to pres@nt the 
American people in an unfavorable light in 
England. 

Demands from all parts of the United 
States for copies of the State Department 
publication in regard to:the Monroe doctrine 
havé been such as to cause a scarcity of that 
docttment.. It has been found necessary to 
order a new edition of this work and a large 
amount of mail matter from Washington 
during the next few weeks will be composed 
of this treatise. People everywhere are ask- 
ing “what the Monroe doctrine is,” and the 
declaration as to the duty of the United 
States towards foreign powers is being eag- 
erly sought after by all regardless of poiitics 
or sectional lines. 

SEVERE EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO. 


Ekuption of the Colima Voleano Producing 
Alarming Disturbances. 

Guadalajara, Mexico, May 1.—The earth- 
quake shock of yesterday did some damage 
to old buildings and church towers, but no 
loss of life is yet reported, It is reported 
the volcanv. of Jorullo, in the State of Micho- 
acan, is showing unusual signs of activity, 
probably caused by the outbreak of the Coli- 
ma voleano. Should Jorullo come into pluy 
again the aspect of affaigs along the west 
coast country would be serious. The first 
outbreek in 1875 resulted in an appalling 
loss of life and property, and a renewal of its 
operations is sufficient to create a panic.

Application for Baii Denied and He Goes

London, May 1.—In the Oid Bailey Court 
today Justice Charles summed up the case of 
Oscar Wilde ana Alfred Taylor. The Justice 
admitsed there was corroboration of the wit- 
nesses, but the jury, he added, would have to 
weigh the characters of men like Parker, 
Wood, and Aikens, whom Sir Edward Clarke, 
in the Justice’s opinion, properly described 
as blackmailers. The Justice also urged the 
jury not to be influenced by Wilde’s writings, 
saying many great men had written indecent- 
ly. The jury must exercise their own judg- 
ment as to the character of Wilde’s letters to 
Lord Alfred Douglas. 

The jury retired at 1:30, but after several 
hours’ deliberations returned and announced 
there was no possibility of coming to an 
agreement. When Sir Edward Clarke asked 
for bail Justice Charles said the application 
must be madein chambers. Wilde will be 
tried again at the next session of the Central 
Criminal Court, There was a big crowd out- 
side Old Bailey during the last stages of the 
trial today, but there was no demonstration 
iur or against the prisoner.

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DRY PERIOD A PUZZLE 


APRIL JU8T PAST THE DRIEST BUT 
ONE HERE IN 25 YEARS. 


Meteorologists Unable to Account for the 
Extraerdinarily Small Amount of Pre- 
cipitation for the Month—Rainfall Less 
than One Inchand Nearly 2's Inches Less 
than the NormaleThe Rest of the State, 
as Well as Indiana and Southern Mich- 
igan, Suffering from Drought. 

Chicago is dry. So is the State of Illinois, 
but not to the point of parching, like its chief 
city. Only once in twenty-five years has as 
little rain fallen in the month of April as fell 
during the month just closed. The grass in 
the fields round about the city is full of dust 
and is taking on the brown appearance of 
late July. In the parks the sprinklers are 
at work all day long, being moved constant- 
ly from place to place. It is eight years 
since this was necessary thus early in the 
season. At places which the sprays cannot 
reach the grass is rusty. Lack of precipi- 
tation of moisture caused the ruin of ‘much 
winter wheat in the West and Southwest, 
but showers pretty generally distributed 
have saved the planted crop for the present 
at least in most places where the first dam- 
age was felt. Illinois, Southern Michigan, 
and Indiana are the States now suffering. 
The corn is mostly in, but it will rot unless 
rain comes quickly. 

Rain fell on eleven days during April. 
This sounds a bit promising, but on four of 
these days the amount of precipitation was 
but a trace, too small to measure; on two 
dhys it was .01 inches, one day .02 inches, 
and on another .04 inches. The only days 
on which it could be said to have really 
rained at all were Aprilil,7,and8. The rain 
of All-Fools’ day was really the tail end of 
a March storm which hung over into the 
next month. The precipitation that day was 
.13 inches. 

April 7 rain came down to the depth of .27 
inches and-the next day .38inchesfell. The 
total precipitation for the month was .S86 
inches, smaller, as has been said, than for 
the same month of any year in the last 
twenty-five years except 1887, when only .46 
inches fell: 

The deficiency in rainfall for the month 
was 2.34 inches. Last year, 1894, when the 
crops suffered so severely from the drought 
of the summer, 2.65 inches of rain fell dur- 
ing April. This year has been ‘remarkable 
tor a deficiency in precipitation for all the 
months. The accumulated deficiency since 
Jan. 1 amounts to 4.37 inches. 

No tangible reason can be given why the 
showers which have visited various other 
States should give Illinois, and par“icularly 
Chicago, the go-by. They have had more 
rain about Springfield and Cairo than in 
Chicago, but the excess is not great. The 
need is‘not for a drenching rain, but fora 
succession of warm showers or a gentle, 
continuous precipitation of some days’ du- 
ration. 

The sendgeihinn velocity of the month’s 
wind was attained Thursday, April 1l,when 
it blew at the rate of forty miles an hour. 
The lowest temperature of the month was 
20 degrees and the highest 81 degrees. The 
average precipitation for the month of April 
for twenty-five years is 3.08 inches, The 
downfall fof each. month for the the same 
period is here given: 


There is a chance that it may rain today, 
and this month getting a good start may 
even up things, though it is a good time to 
remember that all signs fail in dry times,

Defeat of the Gray-Percy Measure in<the 
New York Legislature. 

New York, May 1.—[Special.]—The defeat 
of the Gray-Percy measure at Albany has 
upset all calculations as to the future of 
racing in this State.

Philip Dwyer did not seem at all worried 
over the news of the bills defeat. “‘ One 
thing is positive,"* said he; ‘ ex-Senator 
John McCarthy is not in Albany acting for 
the Jockey club, and the assertion he is 
credited with making relative to the race 
tracks not wanting the Gray bill because 
they believe the Ives pool bill is still in 
force, and that racing could go on despite 
the Constitution, is not true by any means, 
If ex-Senator McCarthy is in Albany it is 
not at the instance of the Brooklyn Jockey 
club. I would know it if he were, for it 
would be at my solicitation. 

**I think we are all tumbling over each 
other getting away from something that is 
not going to fall. Yet if the bill is defeated 
I shall make the best of it. The Brooklyn

Newmarket, May 1.—This was the second 
day of the first spring meeting at Newmar- 
ket.
